■ ■ í ’rofesgór Pi>rrine^8 discovery of á 
Bixlh flfttclUle or moon of Jupiter, 
flfliiounced from Lick observatory 
on' Jan. 7, is another of the many 
ádvlííiees jíi nstroiioinioal »oienco ac* 
é&rtífkíibhed í»y tlie aid of photogra- 
])li3\ 
The diftcovory was made by 
'tigllfjj the Crossley reflector, a tele- 
Scbjlo.\Vhich has a three fool refleat- 
jng.inirroc itisteiul of tlje more usual 
-lenses. Tills telosoope has been at 
liiek observatory for a number of 
»years and in 181)9 was remounted 
¡and soon after used with marked 
fluccess i]i the photography of stel­ 
lar nebulae.^ The new satellite of 
Jupiter was cliscovered in the courao 
of rt 
photografjhic 
investigation 
where an unknown body which 
changed its position was seen on the 
photographic ,plate. Subse(}uent in- 
yestigation showed that, tins was a 
now satellite of Jitpiter -aiid was 
much farther away from the planet 
than the'live others. It is interest­ 
ing to rccord that’ the fifth satellito 
of Jupiter was also ilisoovered at 
Lick observatory, it being found-by 
Professor Barnard in 1892.

others dftte back to 1610 and first 
wore seen by Galilei. •—Harper’s

Kussian and Japanese forces, £^yil thé 
London correspondent of tlie Philadel­ 
phia North American: 


Somebody hiid christened the hill 
Kuropatkln's BSye," and for want oij 
mgro eupbonlous one . the title had 
C’ltmg to it. fh e name appealed to, 
General -JlCurokl, and it now appears 
otHctally in the Japanese maps. There 
is little to distinguish the hill from it« 
neighbors unless it be that It is low> 
Her, less pretentious than they. A vil­ 
lage nestled at the foot of its eastern 
slope. 
Us south face was furrowed 
by a deep donga, into the sides of 
which the Hussians had burrowed a 
series of shelter trenches that irresisti­ 
bly recalled Paardeberg. 


A razorbacked ridge crowned the top, 
and on its half mile or so of surface 
more men have been killed in actioii 
than perhaps on any corresponding area 
Id, the whole of Alanchurla. Fri?m the 
center uf. tlie ridge rose a rocky pro­ 
tubérance resembling in shape the 
hump on a camel's back. 


When the Japanese bombarded thé 
hill a Uusstan officer was stationed in 
tilts natural conning tower in order 
to direct tlie first of the Itusslan guns. 
As he stooil there he was the constant ^ 
target for Japanese sharpshooters and 
gunners alike. He seemed to bèâr a 
charmed life. We could see him dis­ 
tinctly without the aid of glasses, ,and 
his sublime courage held us spellbound. 
We became deeply Interested in him 
and hi his dangerous task and eager­ 
ly looked for bis coming each morn­ 
ing. The chivalrous Japanese respect­ 
ed his bravery, and on the second 
day of hlB appearance in so dramatic 
a role bullets that oughtì to have bowl­ 
ed him over were Intentionally “wide.” 
Under cover of darkness Kuroki’s in- 
fantr>’ crept through the millet fields 
and rushed the hill on the south and 
east. They climbed halfway up and 
then encountered the full force of a 
bullet stqrm that swept them down 
much faster than they could ascend. 
Hand grenades fell, among them, add­ 
ing to the work of destruction and de­ 
moralization. 


At the foot of the' slope they rallied 
and tried again. 
Fighting their way 
upward Htep by step in the teeth, of a 
dcclmatlng Are, they succeeded lii gain­ 
ing the top and in driving out the Rus­ 
sians. 
But the latter were not yet 
beaten. 
IJefore the victorious Japa- 
nesu had bud time to intrench them­ 
selves the Russians came . swarming 
back in increaseti strength and hurlw 
the Japanese down. The repulse was; 
btit toinporary. Reforming, ^ò,.pluc&y 
Japanese surged back with fixed bayo­ 
nets and were soon within 'twen^s 
yards uf the Russians. At: this mtir- 
dei'qus range both sides fought blindly 
on lit the darkness. 


Soon the Russians had had enoughi 
aud they drew off, takliig their ^rwontid- 
ed with,them and leaving the j;ppan«»e 
In poàaòssiou. At, dà^lght^the jftussliiu 
guns got to work .npon|tbe^iilil,,fro'ai 
hvo sWes. The shelling drove the^api- 
hese from the ridge to the shelter «of 
the pits at. the base, but when dark­ 
ness came and the Russian gunnerà 
could no longer see the garrison .qllmb- 
ed to the' top of the' ¿vest again. At 
midnight the Russians launched four 
i:eglmonta against tlie^hill, which 'was 
held by about an equal number.
